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- VRiends, all'of you who are convinced of the truech, keep and walk in the light of Jeſus Chriſt, which ſhin- 
eth in your hearts, and that is the diſcerner thereof, and be ovedient to it in all things, and ſtand in the 
Council of the Lord, and he will give youa true underſtanding of his minde and will ; And as you ſub. 
mit thereunto, you will feel the living power of God in your hearts, to work mightily and effectually, for 
the redemption of your ſoules, and to the deſtrution of the Man of Sin; And as you abide in the li- 
ving power of God, he will open unto you the Treaſuries of/ life, ouc of which your ſoules will daily receive com- 
fort ; ſo will the Lord giveunto you a good diſcerning Þerween the + preciovs and the vile, in your ſelv:s, and alſo ro 
diſgerh che Trees, and to know che fruic thereof : for an'evil man is an evil tree, and a knowing man, who feedeth 
upon knowledge,erreth from the life;and ſo becomerh an evil man' : bur the cree of life doth farre differ from them 
borh by nature and fruit ; and thoſe that are grafted into the tree of knowledge, and feed thereon, differ from 
thoſe that are grafted into Chriſt che true Vine, who feed upon eternal life : for the knowing minde, which' is nat 
centred down into the power of God, ravines from the life wh:ch is holy, and cannot feed thereon, but feederh : 
upon the tree of knowledge of good and evil, this is not the true food, and ſo dyes fiom the tree of life,and turnerh 
againſt it, and alſo againſt them that are regenerated into it ;_ So, Friends,look not out at the tree of knowledge, 
bur all keep you: eye tothetree of life, for thoſe that do look out at the tree of knowledge, or at the knowing man 
that feeds thereon ; for that tree or man is in this our day as the Fig-tree was inthe daycs of old, for it broughe 
forth leayes, and madea fair ſhew and outſide, bur fruit was wanting ; ſo is the knowing man, he can ſpeak. fair 
words, and write of wiſdome, in the knowing comprehending minde, and what he hath heard of others ; bur for af. 
this the fruitis wanting, neither doth he by thus doing bring forth fruic co God, And others who are cranſgrefſors 
get theſe words, which areas Fig-leaves, to cover theinſelyes withall, and theſe are che back-ſliders, who diſobey che 
erueth in themſelves, and this covering is roo narrow to hide them, : and. for all chis, che fruit is wanting unto 
God ;z and what if the Fig tree ſhould bring forth untimely Figges? chey are worth nothing, and whac if che 
knowing man make people believe his go2d words? this is even as nothing alſo, and F.uit is yer wantingunto God, 
and the Lord doth not accept of the tree becauſe of the leaves, no more will he do of the man becauſe of his fair 
words, And when this tree is diſcoverd by the crueth unto thoſe that are planted inco Chriſt, and ſo are made to 
reprove then), ihen gets up the Spirit of Core or Catz, to envy thoſe that are grafred into Chriſt, becauſe they are 
members of the bleſſed Body, which brings forth fruit unto the God of Heayen, ( marke ) brings forth fruit, they 
are ſuch who by the power of God are kept and preſeryed to God; whom God hath loved and choſen. | 
In which love and power they travel and labour in the work of che Lord,by which p nary the dead comes to be ram 
ſed , and brougbt out of death and darkneſs unto God ; And theſe come to be grafred into Chriſt che light and bleſ- 
| ſed Vine,and theſe are broaght forth ouc of darkneſs unto God, (mark) thele are the fiuir that is brought forth unto 
| God; and Chriit the power of God liveth in them, and they in him, with God for eyer : So theſe are the bleſ- 
ſed and holy fruit of the new Cieation brought forth unto God, yea, they are come unto God the judge of all, and 
' dofced upon thetree of liſe ; Theſe are the holy. fruit which God is well pleaſed withall , and that inſtrument or 
inſtiuments which have brought forth this fruit are bleſſed of God ; Yer there is a time when it is asa bud , as a 
bloſſome , asa plant, yet holy, and afterwards it becometh a tree of righteouſneſs , and vy theſe che Lord is prai- 
ſed and honouted, and his bleſſings and mercics do daily refreſh and water them ; So rhe life of theſe ſtands in 
Chriſt , the truth, the rock and foundation ; and by the vertue aud, life which 1s 3n the light they bring others our 
of darkneſs, to eat with them of that glorious tree of life , and to feed with them in the ſweet Paſtures thereof, ſo 
that they grow to be trees of righteouſneſs planted,and watered by the Lord, yea ſanCtifycd and juſtifyed by him,and 
his living powerfull word of life that doth daily attend and uphold them; in which power chey ftand and proclaim 
glad ticings to the meek, and liberty to the Caprives, and the vertue and goodneſs which is in Chriſt, the power of 
God is their only riches, and they defire not another beſides eternal life, and by chis the Lord hath made them to 
bind up the broken hearted, and to heal the wounded, and to feed the hungry babes, who are born of the Royal 
ſeed immortal z And ſo the Lord hath made them tender , loving, carefull and watchfull over his flock , that chey 
may feed them with their life, Chciſt the truth, and to watch co keep out the ravening wolf, that's the rayenovs 
ſpirit that feedeth on the tree of knowledge , and that's the wolf which would make rents and diviſions amongft 
the Lambs, and ſo deyour them 3 and the wolf is-ſeeking to betray the innocent ; So, all , dear fiiends, walk 
in the light, which gives you to ſee him, and with the light judge him and condemn him, and ſhut hin1 our frem 
amongſt you, and as you all abide in the light, you abide in peace with God, and there rhe rroubler cannot come 
for of a tiuth, ſome mvſt $0 from us, and they are Enemyes unto vs, neither ate they of us, but many, yea many 
ſhall come unto vs, and fit down with us in the heavenly places in Chriſt Jeſus ; and the Lotd will be untochem 
an everlaſting reward. and portion. So, dear Babes , every one keep to the manifeſtation of Gods eternal ſpirit 
in your own hearis, and look not out at {the tree of knowledge , neither eat of the fruir of it ; bur all feel the Un- 
tion of the hoiy One in your ſelves, and abide with it for ever ; and where your ſouls have or do find the immor- 
tal fond , there lye down , for that is the good Paſture, and none {hall ever make you afraid , for your bread will. 
| be ſure, and: your water ſhall never fail; and tzke heed of laying hands on any man (uddenly , or receiving them 
before you havea feeling of them in the life of righteouſneſs: for the Serpent berrayed Eve by cauſing her to look our 
ata Tree and to eat of it, | | 
Yet there is an underſtanding, and knowledge which is good,that is to know the oreely true God,and Jeſvs Chriſt 
whom he hath ſent a light into the world, which world isin mans heart,and there the true light ſhineth to convinee | 
' man of his fin, and it is the ſame light which will lead our of fin, and will blor ir ovt,if man be bur obedient to it in 
all things : for the light is Chriſt, and co know him to be their Saviour : gbis is ſaving knowledge which Chriſt 
harh caughc and learned his people and brought them unto.
